CASS COUNTY BONDS. 


The Compromise in the Missouri Se- 
curities Not Binding. 
Associated Press Leused-wire Service. 

KANSAS CITY (Mo.,) April 25.—The old 
Cass county bonds trouble has been 
brought up in the Federal court again. 
Thomas W. White and Helen Paramore, 
holders of the bonds, are suing the county 
for the full value of the bonds. Several 
years ago the county ‘compromised with 
holders of the bonds at 70 cents on the 
dollar and all the holders agreed to the 
compromise and were paid off, except the 
two who are now bringing suit. 

Judge Phillips holds that the plaintiffs 
were not compelled to enter. the 
compromise and were entitled to judg- 
ment against the county for the full 
amount of their bonds. He says, however, 
that the compromise was a fair one and 
that if the judges refuse to issue the 
tax to pay off the bonds of White and 
Paramore, as they surely will, he will not 
hold them in contempt.

The Examination About 
to Close. 


Durrant’s Counsel Reserving 
Their Strength. 


They Make Things Unpleasant for 
Dr. Gibson on the Witness 
Stand. 


A Fresh Witness Who Saw Sus- 
picious Movements at the 
Church—Dr. Vogel’s State- 
ments Differ.

SAN »FRANCISCO, April 25.— (Special 
Dispatch.) The police are quietiy ‘mvesti- 
gating certain rumors connecting Dr. Gib- 
son with the murders in Emanuel Bap- 
tist Church. During ‘the past few days 
some sensational stories have reached the 
ears. of the police which implicate’ the 
pastor. 

While Chief Crowley still believes’ Gib- 
son innocent of any connection wiih the 
horrible crimes, he considers the ruvmora of 
sufficient importance to Warrant an inves- 
tigation. He detailed several of his cst 
men today to inquire into the rumors, with 
instructions to sift them to the bottom. 

it is known that the defense will attempt 
to show that Gibson. murdered the umfor- 
tunate girls. Durrant, while deciaring his 
innocence, has frequently said that the 
pastor knew more of the terrible crimes 
than he cared to tell, and rarely missed 
ap opportunity to direct suspicion toward 
his spiritual adviser. The iatter sioucly 
maintains this innocence of any conneciion 
with the murders, and is apparently anx- 
ious for a thorough investikation. 

YESTPBRDAY'S TESTIMONY. 

SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.—The pre- 
liminary examination of Theodore Dur- 
rant for the thurder of-@linnie Williams is 
about over. Dist.-Atty. Barnes announced 
today that he would close the prosecution's 
testimony tomorrow morning. and the de- 
fense will not, it is said, make much of a 
fight in the Police Court, but will reserve 
their strength until they go before the 
jury that will finally determine whether or 
not there is proof enough to hang Dur- 
rant. 

Today's examination was principally 
taken up with a continuation of the cross- 
examination of Rev. John George Gibson, 
which was concluded shortly before noon. 
The preacher returned to the stand ap- 
parently irritated by the treatment he had 
received the day before. The lawyers’ 
pretense of deferential cCurtesy was so 
thin that at times it was imperceptible. 
They locked horns at the outset. Gen. 
Dickinson questioned the pastor sharply 
about bis study and his possessions. He 
politely, but no less certainly, accused the 
the minister of teiling a falsehood about 
a statement made last Thursday in his 
study. 

Then the attorney asked for somie of 
Dr. Gibeon’s hand-writing. By this time 
the witness was aggravated enough to be 
disobliging, and refused to give the writ- 
ing. A few minutés later the same re- 
quest came up and Dr. Gibson, after ¢om- 
plaining that there was no pen to suit 
him among the dozen boxes handed out by 
the clerk, wrote everything they asked, 
and he did it apparently without the 
slightest recollection that it was the same 
request which he had denied a few n- 
utes before. 

The writing they asked him for! gon- 
sisted of the names that were on the jpa- 
per in which the rings of Blancne La- 
mont were wrapped when they were (re- 
turned to her aunt. They prodi:ed skm- 
ples of the minister's handwriting, a 
blackboard from the church and a mem- 
orandum from him, and the wobvious 
tention was to show that the e bit of 


hand had written the names on the bit of 
newspaper. 

A fresh witness was uncovered in Albert 
McElroy, a boy who saW a man resembling 
Durrant, and ressed as he was the night 
of the last murder, meet a woman (rte- 
sumably Minnie Williams) near marital 
Church about 8:30 o’clock in the evening. 
As McElroy passed them, the man shiélded 
the woman from his gaze with ais shcal- 
der. He saw the pair stand near e 
church door. A few minutes later 2¢ saw 
a light in the church. | 

Bert Minner, who met McElroy a: Cc 
corner of Twenty-third and  Missipn 
streets, corroborated the story of the 
lights in the church. 

Dr. Thomas A. Vogel also ‘testified. 
was at his house that the Christian ¥F 
deavor Society of Fmanuel Church 
the night of Minnie Williams's murdér 
The important part of his testimony ir- 
ferred to Durrant’s condition, whica was 
disheveled, soiled and perspiring, when 
arrived there an hour and a helf latir 
than was expected. Dr. Vozgel’s sta: 
ment was varied considerably since 
first made it. | 

If Durrant goes on the witness-siané 
with the alibi he outlined when he was at- 
rested, he will be confronted with the state- 
ment he made to his friend Voge! ako 
the horses and the Signal Corps, and t 
more doubtful Dr. Vogel is on this su 
ject the better it will be for hiz frien 
Durrant. 

The young ladies who found Miss “‘\il- 
liams’s body in the church on Saturday 
morning told their stories and the I«p- 
uty Coroner and the undertaker explained 
to the court the condition of the church 
and of the dead girl when they arrived 
there.

DURRANT’S RELATIVE. 


A Crank Killed After Attempting to 
Assault a Woman. 

SAN DIEGO, April 25.—At 1 o'clock this 
afternoon Mrs. Hugh A. Frazer, an elderly 
woman, who lives with her husband on 
the Loop ranch, one mile this side of Del 
Mar, went to thet town in a state of ex- 
citement and told a story of a terrible 
struggle for life with a man named James 
Smith, a tramp, who, a month ago, was 
given work by Frazer. 

Smith made an assault on her and she 
fought desperately in her efforts to repulse 
him. He was determined, however, and, 
in spite of her entreaties and struggles, 
the man seemed about to accomplish his 
purpose, when, as a last resort, and with 
the expectation that it would cause her 
assailant to desist, shé promised to sub- 
mit to him at another time. This seemed 
to satisfy Smith, and he le® and went 
about his work. She jeft the house and 
hastened with all possible speed toward Del 
Mar. Her story had scarcely been told 
before Constable John Bludworth and 
Louls Lamar were on their way ‘to the 
ranch for the purpose of taking Smith into 
custody. Upon arriving at the place they 
found that Smith had apparenily left, tak- 
ing a shotgun with him. After a search 
of the house, Constable Bludworth went to 
the barn and looked through it. He came 
upon Smith sitting on a box ina stall, a big 
dirk in his hand and a shotgun and a lot of 


loaded shells beside him. 
“When I saw Smith in the stall.”’ said 
Bludworth, “I called bim by name anil 


said I hada warrant for him. His repiy 
was an oath, as he jumped toward me. 
I struck him with my six-shooter. He 
kept coming toward me with the knife 
raised, and I fired, though it did not ap- 
pear to hit him. He still seemed déter- 
mined to attack me, when I fired again 
and he fell dead. He had not fired at me. 
but evidently meant to cut me on the 
neck, striking at me twice. Had I not 
fired the last shot when I did he would 
have cut me open.” 

Smith greatly resembled Durrant. the 
alleged murderer of the two young wo- 
men in San Francisco, to whom it is 
reported he is slightly -celated. During 
the last few days he read everything he 
could lay his hands on concerning his rel- 
ative in San Francisco and. seemed” greatly 
wrought up over the tragedy. He had al- 
ready become a crank on the subject. (cn- 
stable Bludworth has not been arrestel, 
but wit come down from Del Mar vclun- 
tarily and plate Bimself.in the cusiod~ of 
the Sheriff. 


A STRANGE STORY. 


THE WANDERING OF DANIEL 
SOUDEN. 


The Indiana Politician Disappears 
From Home and is Next Heard 
From in Africa—Alleged 
Shortcomings.

NPW YORK, April 25.—A young man 
walked into the Maritime Exchange last 
night and asked for a list of steamers 
sailing from Cape Town, South Africa, to 
Lomdon. He ran ever’ the names with 
feverish eagerness. Then he gave a shoui 
of joy, staggered against a railing and 
cried: ‘‘Thank God, he bas arrived safely.” 

The young man gave his name as W. 
H. Soudon of Fort Wayne, Ind. He said 
his father had disappeared four months 
ago and had just landed in London from 
Cape Town. He told this story: 

Daniel H. Soudon, who is 46 years old, 
was one of the best-known citizens of 
Fort Wayne, and for the four years end- 
ing last fall was County Clerk of Allen 
county, the strongest Democratic couniy 
in the State. The Republicans, after a 
hasty examination of Clerk Soudon’s books, 
‘declared that Le had overcharged $20,000 
in fees, and had put the money in his 
pocket. The statement was used as cam- 
paign thunder, though it turned out to 
be untrue. 

The charge severely wounded Soudon’s 
pride. He had been elected by 8000 ma- 
jority, the largest ever given in the county. 
He was a candidate for re-election. The 
Democrats won, but the majority was cut 
to below one thousand. Soudon imagined 
himself personally responsible for the 
slump. In December he came to New 
York. He had been run over by a rail- 
way train, and had two artificial legs be- 
low the knee. The young man followed, 
and, at Elkton, Md., he found an almost 
perfect counterpart of his father, the same 
moustache, hair, size, and, most remarka- 
‘ble, the mar had artificial legs. 

‘The other day.”” said the son, “‘a letter 
same to us in father’s handwriting. It 
was from Oape Town and said that he had 
found himself there, but did not know how 
to account for his being there. There 
was a something in the sentence that 
showed that the pain in the head, to which 
he constantly referred in his letter, was a 
terrible actuality to him as he wrote. He 
said that he was coming home by the next 
wteamer via London. The letter was 
dated March 15.” 

Soudon had about $1000 when he :left 
héme. He wrote that no money need be 
sent to him. The son does not know how 
to reach him. ‘The only thing I can do is 
to wait,” he said, as he nervously paced 
the room, “and watch the incoming steam- 
ers. Whoetber the fancy will strike him 
to come*in the steerage or in the cabin 
I do not know, but I will find him. I can- 
mot go back to mother without him.”

NEW YORK, April 25.—A special from 
Washington says that from te most 
trustworthy sources it is learned that 
the President has again upset the policy 
which Secretary Gresham had outlined in 
dealing with the Nicaragua question and 
has taken matters practically in his own 
hands. 
part of the United States against any ac- 
tion that Great Britain may take in en- 
forcing her demands for the prompt pay- 
ment of the $75,000 of the indemnity 
claimed for the expulsion of her consul 
general, Hatch. 

Gresham's carefully-outlined programme 
was to prevent the landing of troops, the 
seizure of the customhouse and the ces- 
sion of any land which Nicaragua mig*' 
be willing to transfer to Great Britain 
in payment of the indemnity. The Pres- 
ident, however, has decided that so long 
as) England makes no direct attempt to 
annex any part of Nicaragua this country 
will not interfere. 

Nicaragua's last hope of assistance from 
the United Siategs vanished this evening. 
Dr. Guzman, the Nicaraguan Minister, 
who has been waiting with intense anx-ety 
to see Secretary Gresham, was finally suc- 
cessful about, 3 o'clock, when thre Secre- 


“tary came into the department from the 


White House, where he bad been in con- 
sultation with President Cleveland, pre- 
sumably on the same subject.

As already stated in the Associated Press 
digpatches, the position taken by the Presi- 
dent in this matter ‘s that the dispute is 
entirely between Great Britain and Nica- 
ragua, in which the United States has. no 
call to interfere unless there should be 
committed acts injurious t> American in- 
terezts in Nicaragua, or there should be 
shown a disposition by Great Britain to 
acquire Nicaraguan territory. On each of 
these points a favorable assurance has 
been had from Great Britain, and it is 
said that all that can now be done is to 
watch the course of even‘s. This de- 
cision was not hastily reached, for the en- 
tire subject of our relations to the coun- 
tries of and South America was 
considered and discussed carefullv by the 
President with his constitutional advisers 
and there bas been made a close scrutiny 
of the precedents that might suffice for 
their guidance. These have been found 
in at least three cases. 

The first precedent was fully set out in 
the message of President Buchanan to 
Congress in 1859, in that portion relating 
to Paraguay. For several years preced- 
ing this miessage the United States had 
great difficulty im maintaining friendly re- 
lations with Paraguay, the latter country 
being then under the dictatorship of Dr. 

who was carrying out a policy of

country by the most drastic measures. 
He had, as President Buchanan stated, 
upon the most frivolous and even insu!t- 
ing pretexts; refused to ratify the treaty 
of friendship and commerce concluded with 
Paraguay; had seized and appropriated the 
property of American citizens residing in 
the country in a violent and arbitrary 
manner, and finally ths Paraguayans had 
fired upon the U.S.S. Waterwiteh in 1855. 
killing the helmsman, while the vessel 
was making a peaceful survey of the 
Parana river to determine its fitness for 
steam navigation. 

The honor as well as the interests of 
the United States demanded satisfac*ion, 
and the President, being clothed by Con- 
gress with the necessary power, sent a 
naval expedition up the Parana River to 
the capital of Paraguay and compelled am- 
ple apologies from the President, the pay- 
ment of an indemnity of $10,000 to the 
family of the man who was killed, and fin- 
ally secured the ratification of the treaty. 
The application of this case to the Nica- 
raguan situation is not exact. but it is re- 
garded as committing the United States to 
the recognition of the principle of the 
right to demand an indemnity 
abuse of United States officers. and, there- 
fore, it could not consistently deny the 
same right to Great Britain. 

The second case which was relied upon 
as a precedent grew out of the difficulties 
encountered by Spain, France and Great 
Britain in their relations with Mexico in 
1860. These nations asserted that they 
had been placed by the arbitrary and vexa- 
tious conduct of Mexico under the neces- 
sity of exacting from the authorities of that 
country a more effective protection for the 
persons and properties of other States, as 
well as the execution of obligations con- 
tracted with them by Mexico, and there- 
fore they had combined to effect their 
ends by force, if need be. The United 
States, which had similar grievances 
against Mexico, was invited to join these 
European nations in enforcing their de- 
mands. This invitation was declined by 
the United States, which was then in the 
throes of civil war, but the significant

GRESHAM BDGS FOR TIME. 

WASHINGTON, April 25—Up to 3 
o'clock today no official word had come 
as to Nicaragua's decision on the British 
ultimatum. It is known that Nicaragua is 
in a state of great excitement. The au- 
thorities are understood to be in consul- 
tation. There is a very strong conviction 
among officials. however, that Nicaragua 
will not yet yield. At the State Depart- 
ment great reticence prevails, but there 
is reason to believe that Secretary Gresh- 
am has cabled to Ambassador Bayard 
suggesting a brief respite as a means to- 
ward the adjustment, but not proposing 
intervention. It is regarded as settled 
that. the United States will not intervene. 

TROOPS TO LAND TODAY. 

WASHINGTON, April 25.—Advices re- 
ceived today say that vice-Admiral Stev- 
enson, in command of the British fleet 
at Corinto, has given Nicaragua notice 
that he will consider the time of grace 
to run until midnight tonight. He will 
begin landing troops at 6 o'clock tomor- 
row morning.

A Kerosene War of Several Years’ 
Standing is Closed. 
By Telegraph to The Times. 

DENVER, April 25.—(Special Dispatch.) 
Kerosene oil will go-up to 15 cents whole- 
sale tomorrow. Dealers have been sup- 
plied at 6 cents per gallon so long that 
the raise will be most unexpected. The 
disagreeable rise is the result of a deal 
between the Florence Oil-refining Com- 
pany and the Continental Oil Company by 
which the kerosene war of several years 
standing has been brought to a close, and 


‘Tthe market will be manipulated according 


to the laws that regulate the market in 
other sections of the country. 

The agreement is that the Continental 
will purchase the entire product of the 
Florence company, in return for which 
Eastern oils will be kept out of the West- 


orado, Washington, Montana, Utah, New 
Mexico, Nevada, Idaho and Arizona will 
come from the Florence district. There 
are at present in the Florence district one 
hundred producing wells; the output 
amounts to from 2000 to 2500 barrels a 
day. This is not quite enough for the de- 
mands of the entire West, and immense 
development is looked for. 

The present policy of the Standard, 
which is back of the Continental, is to en- 
courage development of all illuminating 
oil flelds. Adding to this faét that the 
new rate contains no assurance that there 
will not be a still further advance, it can 
be seen that oil has millions in sight for 
lucky strikers. Prospecting in the For- 
ence flelds has received a new impetus 
with the recent advance in crude oll in the 
East, and last week three new wells were 
opened with an addition to the production 
of about two hundred barrels.

Fire in a Large Montreal 
| Tobaceo Factory.

Nine Hundred Employees Panic- 
stricken in the Burning Build-

MONTRBAL, April 25.—W. C. McDon- 
ald’s extensive tobacco factory on Ontario 
street, was partly destroyed by fire this 
evening. The loss will ’ 000, on 
which there is no insurance. 

There was no fire-escape on the outside 
nor any appliances on the inside of “he 
building for fighting the fire. Even the 
windows were guarded by heavy iron 
screens, presumably to prevent theft. The 
fife started at 4 o’clock in the drying-room 
and for a while smouldered. Then sud- 
denly the flames burst through and a most 
awful panic ensued. There were 300 em- 
ployees in the building and more than 
half of this number were women and girls. 
The shrieks of the women as they beat 
against the iron screens, praying the crowd 
to do something to save them, were most 
heartrending. As the flames burst through, 
four firemen were on the roof and for 
twenty minutes their lives were despaired 
of, until finally ladders were found to 
bring them down. were badly 
burned. 

The girls were nearly all on the fourth 
floor and were frantic with fear. With 
much trouble one of the fron lattices was 
knocked off, when one of the girls jumped 
and was severely injured. She alighted on 
the roof of an adjoining warehouse. In a 
similar manner the others followed, to the 
number of thirty. The ambulances were 
kept busy carrying the women and girls 
to the hospitals an@ some were driven 
+e their homes. So far, only one is known 

be dead, but several are believed to be 

e Press correspondent in- 
terviewed several who esca oe Say 
the scene on the fourth floor was terrible. 
When the first rush for the stairway oc- 
curred, the passage-way was solidly packed 
and many fainted and fell under the feet 
of the crowd. Then a rush was made to 
the windows, but the crowd forgot about 
the heavy screens which guarded the win- 
dows. Frantic women tore their hands 
beating against the obstructions, but the 
irons were too strong for their feeble 
blows. Death inevitable until

could. bring their united efforts to bear. 
This window overlooked an extensive one- 
story warehouse, Without a moment’s hes-

The Santa Fe Proposes Rapid Train 
Service to Chicago.

SAN FRANCISCO, April 25.—The Santa 
Fe Railway officials have started out upon 
the warpath, and this time the object of 
their aggressive campaign is the Southern 
Pacific Company's overland passenger busi- 


ness. In speaking of this matter one of the

EDWARD M’MAHON DISCOVERS 
HIMSELF. 


He Finds That He is Heir to a Cali- 
fornia Estate—His Mother, an 
Alleged Adventuress, Mar- 

vied John Bensley. 


Associated Press Leased-wire Service. 

KANSAS CITY, April 25. — A story, 
strange in detail and rich in romance, has 
been unfolded in connection with a suit 
brought by Edward A. MgMahon to gain 
possession of a valuable estate in Califor- 
nia, left by John Bensley, who died at 
San Francisco'in June, 1889. 

McMahon is manager for the Reed Roof- 
ing Company of this cMy. For nearly 
twenty-nine years he lived under the sup- 
position that his name was McMahon, 
and that he was a son of pour parents. 
Within ninety days the obtained evidence 
which satisfies him that his real name is 
Grenville, that he is a step-son of John 
Bensley, and ‘that his mother was Bensley’s 
wife. At the time of Bensley’s death all 
his property ‘was held in fee simple by his 
wife, who followed him to the grave a few 
mopths later. The couple were apparently 
childless, so if MoMahon succeeds in es- 
tablishing this relationship he will obtain 
the whole estate, 'w consists of prop- 
erty in San Francisco and San Diego, Cal., 
and in Centralia, Wash., vahied at more 
than $500,000. 

John Bensley was one of California's 
pioneer citizens, and at one time in his 
career was reputed to be worth $10,000,000. 
He ilived and moved amomg ‘the set of 
multi-miliionaires which sprang up like 
mushrooms in California’s early days of 
lavishness. His home was in San Fran- 
cisco, where he was regatded as a public- 
spirited and enterprising citizen. 

In 1868 Mns. Grenville, who MoMahdén 
says was his mother, went to San Fran- 
cisco. She represented herself as ‘the 
widow of George Grenville, member of 
Parliament, and a daughter of the Earl of 
Bvylin, a Scotch nobleman. Mrs. Gren- 
ville was handsome, accomplished and 
highly educated, and her pretended noble 
conmection was not needed to ensnare the 
He was ‘twenty-nine 


gladly accepted him when he proposed 
marriage. The couple went to Europe on 
a wedding trip, and Bensley sought in vain 
for the noble relatives and the castles 
and country seats of which his wife had 
boasted. It dawned upon him that he was 
the victim of an adven'turess, but the dis- 
covery ‘did not dampen the ardor of his 


love. 
They returmed to California, and there, 
in 1876, Bdward A. MoMahon first - 


peared upon ‘the scene. He was living ona 
farm at Clarksville, Mo., at the time, and 
was sent for by Mrs. Bensley. He trav- 
eled to Gan Francisco alone, and was affec- 
tionately received by the woman he now 
says was his mother. He was sent to the 
San Mateo Military Academy for two years, 
and was afterward given a course at the 
university at Berkeley. McMahon was 10 
years old when he went to California. 
Mrs. Bensley paid for his education and 
supplied him with money lavishly, ex- 
Plaining to her husband that the boy was 
her nephew. 

And so affairs went on for several years, 
when reverses began to come to John 
Bensley. He found his fortune slipping 
away from him, and to save something 
from the wreck deeded a considerable por- 
tion of his property to relatives of his 
wife, who, in turn, deeded it back to her in 
fee simple. The transfers were considered 
suspicious by Bensley’s creditors, and liti- 
gatiom ensued which was not ended for a 
decade. The case was still in the courts 
when Bensley died in 1893. Six months 
later Mrs. Bensley died at Las Vegas, N. 
M., of paralysis. The case in court was 
compromised, and four claimants forthe 
Bensley estate urged their rights in the 
Probate Court. They were Jennie Good- 
rich, Lacy Roundtree, Sarah E. Hardesty 
and B. G. Chandos. The women were sis- 
ters of Mrs. Bensley, and Chandos, whose 
right name is said to be Zach Ingles, was 
her brother. 

‘No other heirs @ppeared, and the Pro- 
bate Court ordered the property divided 
among them. This was done, but Chandos, 
who engineered the scheme to gain pos- 
session of the property, nexlected to have 
the estate finally settled, leaving a loop- 
hole which McMahon ‘has taken advantage 
of to have the petition set aside. It was 
represented to the Probate Court that the 
claimants were the only heirs of Mrs. 
Bensley, when, as a matter of fact, three 
other sisters are living in the United 
States. 

Mrs. Beneley’s maiden name was Marie 
Louise Ingles. She was married three 
times. Her first husband was now living 
in Kansas City. He lived with her only a 
short time and left her to obtain a divorce. 
In 1865 she was married in London, 
England, to Edward A. Grenville, the 
father of Edward A. McMahon. The sec- 
ond matrimonial venture was equally un- 
fortunate, for a separation occurred after 
a few months. The boy, who is now 
fighting for the California estate, was the 
fruit of her marriage. He was born in 
Parkersburg, W. Va., on Jamary 4, 1866. 
To hide his identity from his father, the 
boy’s last name was changed to McMahon, 
the name of his mother’s aunt. Mrs. Bens- 
ley left her son in charge of his grand- 
mother and went to California, where she 
met and was married to her last husband. 

Young McMahon lived with and was 
brought up in the belief that Mrs. Sarah 
Hardesty was his aunt and that his mother 
and father were dead. 

“I began to suspect,’ said McMahon, in 
speaking of this strange case, “‘that there 
was something more than mere friendship 
behind Mrs. Bensley’s treatment of me. 
She educated me, gave me all the money I 
wanted and something in my heart told 
me she was my mother, and now I know 


she was. On her death bed at Las Vegas 


Edward. McMahon was her son. I have 
other proofs just as convincing, which, for 
obvious reasons, it would be unwise for 
me to make known just at present.” 

Suit to set aside the partition, of the 
Bensley estate has been brought in the 
Probate Court in San Francisco by Mc- 
Mahon’s lawyer, who is now in the East 
obtaining evidence and affidavits to be used 
at the tri of the case.

Russia, Germany and France, is due to the 
fact that a close understanding has existed 
for several weeks tetween Japan and 
Great Britain. It ie not genorally known, 
however, even in diplomatic circles, that 
both Japan and England are using etrong 
endeavors to persuade the American . gov- 
ernment to become a third member of an 
informal alliance which will resist any at- 
tempt to interfere with the terms of peace 
agreed upon by the bDelligerents. 

Foreign officials at St. Petersburg, Ber- 
lin and Paria discovered a few days ago 
that they have been completely beaten m 
the game of diplomacy by Engiand. Japan 
has furnished fresh proof of amazing clev- 
erness by making an aily of her most jeal- 
ous European rival. 

Well-informed diplomatic authority 
vouches for the statement that Japan's 
plan has, from the outeet, included stren- 
uous efforts to induce the United States 
to give at least moral support in securing 
the reasonable, fruit of victory over China 
by Japan. He believes that, ®acked by 
England and America, Japan could defy 
all. other powers, and even such a strong 
combination as Russia, Germany and 
France. 

Nobody assumes to know what induce- 
ments the Emperor of Japan held out to 
induce the British government to give him 
passive support. The feeling is universal 
in Burope, however, that Japan is com- 
plete master of the situation; that conti- 
nental powers have been entirely over- 
reached, and that unless Russia curbs her 
chagrin, there will soon be a startling 
‘series of events to record, not only in the 
far East, but in Europe as well. It is im- 
possible to obtain definite information as 
to what stage the negotiations with the 
United States thave reached. It may be 
said that the British government is even 
more anxious than Japan to secure at least 
the tacit support of America. 


WATCHING WITH INTEREST. 


LONDON, April 25.—(Special Dispatch.) 
The Central News correspondent at Tokio 
says that the Japanese government 
watches with keen interest the course of 
European powers regarding the Shimo- 
noseki treaty. Japanese diplomatists are 
not particularly apprehensive of the out- 
come. The refusal of England to act in 
concert with Russia, Germany and France 
has encouraged the Japanese to believe 
that no strong single policy can be agreed 
on by countries which feel that their in- 
terests in the Bast are treatened by the 
terms of peace: Germany is thought to be 
but half-hearted in co-operation with 
France and Russia, if such co-operation 
has been assured. Much confidence is felt 
in the assurances of good-feeling given 
by Great Britain and the United States.

The California June Beetle. 
(Written fir The Times. | 


No one who has lived in the East will 
need a photograph of the old June beetle 
or May bug, as it was often incorrectly 
called. The May or June beetle came 
lumbering into our rooms in the warm 
ever.ngs of early summer. Its loud hum, 
headlong and perilous dash against the 
wall, its quick fall to the floor and subse- 
‘quent rise to repeat the same beetle- 
headed maneuver, its robust form and 
rich brown color, are distinctly in the 
minds of all who have occupied an even- 
ing in the same apartment with it. The 
adult or imago May beetle did no very 
serious harm; true, it fed freely on foli- 
age; but usually that of the oak, and 
other forest trees, served for its nighthy 
banquets, and as these had leaves enough 


| and t6 spare, no great mischief was done. 


Not so the great sleek, plump grub or 
larva—the white grub of the farmer. It 
fed on the roots of the grasses of lawn 
and meadow, and often destroyed utterly 
acres of the best meadow or pasture, by 
entirely consuming the roots which. 
anchored and fed the succulent grasses. 
This dreaded white grub or May beetle 
is known to science as Lachnosterna 
fusca, and belongs to one of the largest 
families of beetles—Searabaeidae. 

We are fortunate in California in not 
having with us the June beetle of the 
East, but unfortunate in having a close 
relative of the same family, which I shall 
christen the California June beetle. This 
pest of Southern California is known 
technically as Serica fimbriata. 

This beetle is much smaller than the 
Bastern June beetle as it is only three- 
eighbths of an inch long. It is even more 
handsome than its Eastern congener. It 
is a rich warm yellowish brown, with a 
beautiful satin-like iridescent lustre. Ex- 
cept that it is lighter colored. it is much 
like the beautiful Serica sericea of the 
East, and as wich that, a very dark 
and almost black form is often seen. 
Later last season a smaller and less 
lustrous beetle was even more abun- 
dant and destructive than the June form. 
The larger and more handsome ones oc- 
curred in June, and the others in July or 
even in August. Dr. EB. A. Schwartz of 
the Department of Agriculture, one of our 
best authorities, pronounces all of these 
the same Serica fimbriata, while Prof. 
Fall of Pomona, an expert coleopterist, 
thinks the smaller later ones are a differ- 
ent species, Serica mixta. Whether the 
makes no essential, 
practical difference, in work and habits 
they are nearly identical. 

The larva or grub is without doubts 
much like the white grub of the East, 
except that it would be smaller at ma- 
turity. The white grub of the East 
spends over two years in the ground. 
presume his species is much the same in 
this respect, though it may be annual. I 
have not seen the grub, but am told by 
reliable parties that it also feeds on the 
roots of grasses. 

This beetle feeds on foliage of nearly all 
our deciduous trees, especially ums, 
prunes, nectarines and apricots. It even 
attacked the sequoli at the experiment 
station near Pomona. A large apricot 
orchard of yourg trees near Pomona was 
wholly defoliated by this beetle in July 
last. Some young prunes close where I 
live would have suffered like injury in 
June had I not unearthed and destroyed 
the beetles at the very beginning of.their 
attack. Of course it goes without saying 
that such defoliation will be a serious 
backset to the trees, and if repeated two 
or three years, will be ruinous. 


REMEDIES. 


If spraying with London purple—Lon- 
don purple is cheaper, and just as effec- 
tive as Paris green—will destroy these 
beetles, it is the cheapest remedy. Such 
spraying, however, is not satisfactory 
with the rose cnafer, an insect of the same 
family East, ard may not be with this 
California June beetle. A trial will soon 
decide the matter. In case it cannot be 
poisoned, it is not difficult to dig it out 
and so destroy it. The trees should be 
closely watched in June and July, and as 
soon as the ragged leaves show that the 
enemy is at work, the beetle should be 
hunted out and destroyed. It buries be- 
neath the tree in the earth about four 
inches deep, and is easily found. This 
may seem a laborious process, but 
it is not and is much cheaper and 
better than to replace the trees and wait 
for it to mature. Besides all beetles 
killed this year will not get away and 
live to eat another day

Eastern people continue to stick to their 
paper currency and are inclined to emile 
at the fondness which Californians show 
for solid: metal, whether it be silver or 
gold. Although a good many Californians 
may not know it, there is something more 
than a mere sentimental reason on their 
side of the question. The Times has pre- 
viously called attention to the danger of 
disease which lurks in the filthy bills that 
are handed aroumd from one person to 
another all over the country. The New 
York World of recent date had an article 
showing the frightful state of things ip 
the bilMs current in that city. Various 
tests were made, and the showing of mi- 
crobes and growth of every ftllegitimate 
kind was something astonishing. It may 
be news to some people that diseases of 
the most dangerous kind can be carried 
in paper bills. There is not a loathsome 
plague that torments vicious humanity 


sons whose hives are clean in every way 
by ‘the handling of paper money corrupted 
by passing from hand to hand. 


COMMERCIAL. 

Since the formation of the various ex- 
changes in California, methods of market- 
ing the fruit of the State are rapidly be- 
ing browght down ‘to a business-like sys- 
tem. A -blank form of contract for the 
purchase and sale of dried fruits, muts 
and raisins has been printed and sent out 
to applicants by the San Francisco Fruit 
Exchange. In this form, to be signed by 
both ‘buyer and seller, there are set forth 
in the ruled spaces at the top the quan- 
tity, style of package, variety of goods, 
price and quality, all in compact and 
convenient form, easily filled in and read- 
ily understood. The other features are as 
follows: 

‘‘Deliveries.—Deliveries of peaches, ap- 
ricots and pears under this contract, guar- 
antéed equal in quality to type samples 
adop by the San Francisoo Fruit Ex- 
poet tes or special samples submitted. De- 
liveries of other fruits (including prunes 
and raisins,) to be based upon either sam- 
ples as submitted; brands or description 
at time of sale. Shipment within five 
days after. confirmation of sale to consti- 
tute satisfactory delivery for immediate 
shipment, and within ten days for prompt 
shipment. 

‘“‘Terms.—Free on board, common ship- 
ping point, net cash on arrival, unless 
otherwise specially agreed ‘upon at time 
of sale. 

“Claims.—All claims of any nature to be 
made within five days from arrival at des- 
tination. No claim for short weight to 
be allowed unless the same exceeds 1 per 
cent. of the California weight, and in ‘that 
case only when accompanied by a public 
weighens’ certificate. 

“Arbitration.—Disagreements as to de- 
liveries under this contract must be set- 
tled by arbitration. Costs of arbitration 
to be paid by the party losing the case.” 


From time to time complaints have been 
heard that the estimates of the wheat eup- 
ply of the United States which are her? 
larly prepared by the government have" 
been allowed to leak out and that spec- 
ulators have made large sums of imoney by 
obtaining possession of them ahead of 
time. Now one of the leading agricul- 
turdl papers of the country, the Orange. 
Juda Farmer of Chicago, claims that the 
estimate of wheat on hand made by the 
Department of Agriculture on March 1 
was very far from being correct, in fact 
that it was not half large enough. The 
governinént estimate was 75,000,000 bush- 
els, while the journal referred to claims 
that the reserve at that date amounted 
-to 154,000,000 bushels. This is certainly a 
very great discrepancy. Estimates that 
are incorrect are worse than no esti- 
mates at all. 


GENERAL BUSINESS TOPICS. 

The market gardening industry of the 
United States is a much more important 
one than. many people imagine. At a 
recent meeting of the Pennsylvania Hor- 
ticultural Society Mr. Burnet Landreth 
gave the following statistics of the mar- 
ket gardening industry of this country: 

“Upward of one hundred million dol- 
lars are invested in this industry, the an- 
nual products’ reaching a value of over 
seventy-five million dollars, the products 
of over half a million acres of land, the 
annual expenditures for fertilizers being 
ten million dollars, the number of hands 
employed being two hundred and fifty 
thousand, the number of horses and mules 
employed being seventy-five thousand, 
eight hundred. The value of the imple- 
ments used, eight million, nine hundred 
and seventy-one thousand dollars.” 


Efforts are still being made to intro- 
duce in California crops that have not yet 
been cultivated on a commercial scale. 
A few days ago reference was made in 
these columns to an experiment in grow- 


was not successful. Now, according to 
the California Fruit Grower, Dr. L. E. 
Cross of Stockton, is reported to be about 
to try experiments in the production of 
rice and sugar-cane on a considerable 
scale on his large ranch near that city. 
He has eived from Honolulu some 
cane for planting this season, from the 
product of which he hopes to plant a 
considerable acreage next year and con- 
tinue to enlarge his planting, if found 
profitable. About ten -acres are to be 
sown’ in upland rice this year, the seed 
for which has been received from Central 
America. 

In the United States there are more 
than 140 species of forest trees, which 
exceed thirty feet in height. In France 
there are but thirty trees that attain 
this size, of which eighteen enter into the 
composition of the forests, and seven only 
are employed in building. America is 
richly endowed by nature with. forest 
wealth, and our people are playing the 
part of the spendthnift with their patri- 
mony. When lumber sells at as high cost 
as in Europe, which will cartainly be the 
ease in a few years, we shall look back 
and wonder why we wasted our forest 
preducts with so little regard for the fu- 
ture. 

A correspondent of the Sugar Beet, writ- 
ing from San Francisco, gives the follow- 
ing figures in regard to profits made by 
a beet-grower at Watsonville. Better re- 
sults than this have been had at Chino: 

“No better example could be given of 
the profits possible to be realized than the 
exper.ence of one farmer, who furnished 
beets to the Watsonville factory. He had 
under cultivation 120 acres in beets. The 
weeding, topping and putting on the wagon 
cost $1.35 per ton; plowing and hauling to 
railroad, $0.37: freight to factory, $0.75, or 
a total of $2.47 per acre on eighty acres. 
His net profit was over $2000. For the 
120 acres the profit is said to have been 
$4000. This is difficult to believe, but

Mississippi River points and Missouri R 
points of respectively 60, 58 and 54 cents 
per 100 pounds; also that the rate from 
certain Atlantic seaboard points and New 
Orleans is as low and sometimes lower 
than from Chicago. It is asserted, there- 
fore, that the rates published from Pueblo 
to San Francisco are unreasonable, and ab- 
solutely prohibit any iron or steel bBusi- 
ness in that market. 

English steel rails are delivered along- 
side the docks at San Francisco, the price 
of the rails, freight, insurance and duty 
all included, at less than $1.60 per 168 
pounds, which is the published rate for 
transportation only from Pueblo. This ig 
claimed to be an unjust discrimination 
against Pueblo, and undue preference and 
advantage to localities further east, -n@ 
therefore in violation of the third section 
of the interstate commerce law. 

It is further alleged that in chargi 
higher rates from Pueblo than are cha 
from seaboard points, Chicago, Missisippi 
and Missouri River points to San Fran- 
cisco; the fourth section of the interstate 
commerce law is completely ignored and 
therefore violated.

There is no proof that 
the girl was murdered ov April 3, but 
it is assumed as a foregone conclusion 
that such was the fact. There are

JAPAN’S PROGRESS. 


The civilized world is waking up to 
the fact that Japan is a_ civilized 
country with a population of progres- 
sive people. She has conquered ‘Obina 
and has doubtless opened the door 
for progress to enter behind the .great 
Chinese wall of semi-barbarian ex- 
clusiveness, and great changes will 
doubtless take place in the Celestial 
Empire within a few years, as its 
thronging millions come into more in- 
timate touch with Western enlight- 
enment. 

But Japan is now far in advance of 
the world-old kingdom which she has 
conquered. Among other evidences of 
Japan's intellectual development we 
quote the statement of a correspond- 
ent of the Montreal Daily Star, who 
writes that “Japan is now publishing 
some of the mest beautiful books of 
the world, and there is an establish- 
ment in Tokio which will compare in 
size with those of our big publishers. 
The prices for printing and engraving 
are wonderfully cheap, and I believe 
that our offices could make money by 
having their plates prepared in Japan 
and printed there or here. I don't 
know as to the copyright-law in this 
respect, but you can get the finest 
half-tone work, such as is used in 
our best magazine illustrations for 15 
cents per square inch in American 
money. Such illustrations cost from 
40 to 50 cents per square inch in this 
country.” 

Elegant books are not published un- 
less there is a demand for them, and 
the demand for them does not exist 
save amid a cultured and intelligent 
people. The fact that there is a call 
for them in Japan speaks volumes for 
the progress which that country has 
made, and is making toward the pro 
gressive life and habits of Western 
nations. 


It is reported that Russia, France 
and Germany have agreed to join 
forces in demanding a modification of 
the treaty of peace just concluded be- 
tween Japan and China, to the extent 
of preventing the acquisition of any 
territory by Japan on the Chinese 
mainland. It is an odd alliance— 
France and Germany with Russia— 
and there is not much likelihood that 
it will hold together long. It has very 
much the appearance of an attempt 
to coerce Japan into giving up some of 
the fruits of her victory to those who 
had no part in the struggle. Russia 
desires a seaport in eastern waters, 
fax enough to the south so that it will 
be open all the year round. Germany 
desires certain commercial privileges 
and concessions, while France has in- 
terests, real or imaginary, which she 
professes to think will be jeopardized 
if the treaty is allowed to stand. 
Whether Japan will make concessions 
to these powers, or will defy them, 
is at present an important question in 
the Orient.

A EUCHRED CREW. 


ON STRIKE FOR HIGHER WAGES 
AND DON’T GET IT. 


A Low-down Trick Played By the 
Cavtain of the Steamer San 
Mateo on His Deck 

Hands. 


The branch of the Seamen’s Union is de- 
spondent because what some of the mem- 
bers term “a low-down Irish trick’’” has 
been played upon them. 

When the steam collier San Mateo ar- 
rived at Port Los Angeles last week, laden 
with coal, the deck hands—called, out of 

liteness, sailors, albeit they are mere 

shoremen—refused duty and went out 
on a strike. The inevitable walking dele- 
gate, union agent, or whatever he chooses 
to call himself, was on hand, as repre- 
senting the Seamen’s Union at San Pedro 
and he voiced the woes of the down-trod- 
den crew. It was represented to Capt. 
Fletcher of the San Mateo that the men 
on ‘the sister ships, the San Bonito and 
the Mineola, were receiving $35 per month 
while they were only being paid $30 per 
month. The skipper denied that such ‘was 
the case, but consented to investigate, and 
if $35 was the monthly wage, then he 
would pay the same. appeared fair, 
and the men, on their side, said if it was 
true that only $30 was being paid they 
would return to work. Investigation re- 
vealed the fact that on all the steamers 
of the Pacific Coast Steamship Company 
the wages paid are. 'the 0 a month, 
and of this fact the men were informed. 
Acting under the guidance of their good 
friend from San Pedro they said they 
“didn’t care a continental d—,”’ with a 
big, big D, and they wouldn’t go to work 
anyway unless on the basis of $35 per 


Guards were placed at Santa ‘Monica Can- 
yon, at San Pedro,.and Los Angeles was 
also 'watched, so that Capt. Fletcher could 
not get a new crew together. They acted 
on the belief that the extra wage would 
be paid rather than detain the steamer, 
but, as so often has proved the case with 
strikers, they proved to be away out in 
their calculations. About odnight on 
Sunday the tug Collis steamed down to 
San Pedro, a crew of non-union men were 


in the morning. ‘When the strikers came 
down in the morning, confident that they 
would take their places again as the 
Steamer was ready for sea,, they saw, to 
their infinite disgust, that they were filling 
the role of so many smutty-faced Othellos, 
“their occupation gone.” 

Then they cussed the walking delegate, 
the union, the steamer and its captain, and 
only let up when they had made them- 
selves dry and their vocabulary gave out. 

Now the local branch at Gan Pedro is 
enlarged by the addition of a full crew 
from a steamer that has gone to e6ea.

PHOENIX, April 24.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.)

Once again there is talk that the old 
smelter below town will etart up. New 
articles of incorporation bave been filed 
as “The Tucson Mining and Smelting 
Company,’’ with headquarters in Lomdon, 
England, and a capital stock of £20,000, in 
20,000 shares, with Richard Hamifiton as 
agent for the company. The shareholders 
already lease or own mines at Silver Bell 
aml Canyada del Oro; also emelter lo- 
cated below town. The smelter will be 
put in operation for a test run shortly: 

The “Chinese thhog case’ is back in the 
District Court again. A year or so ago a 
victous hog owned by Don Yan attacked 
and killed another Chinaman. The rela- 
tives of the dead Chinaman brought suit 
against the owner of the murdesous hog 
for damages. It was decided in the Dis- 
trict Court, was appealed to the Supreme 
Court, and by it remanded for a new hear- 
ing. The jury before ‘whom the rehearing 
was tried disagreed. The Chinese inter- 
preter, when accosted as to what he 
thought of the case, grimaingly said: “Oh, 
mo good, no good. Hog eat Chinamfan, 
Chinaman eat hog, lawyers eat both hog 
and Chinaman.” 

NOGALES. 

NOGALBS, April 24. — (Special Corre- 
spondence.) The smallpox here is thor- 
oughly under control. But two cases have 
occurred on the American side, and four 
over the line. There have been two deaths. 
Every precaution has been taken by the 
authorities on both sides of the line. Each 
case has been isolated, and the Board 
of Health has made a tour and put the 
twin towns in good sanitary condition. 
Dr. George Goodfellow of Tucson, Terri- 
torial Health Officer, whitehee on the 
22d, made every precaution r future 
cases. No person who has been in con- 
tact with the infection will be permitted 
to leave Nogales. The smallpox is sup- 
posed by some to have come from Minas 
Prietas, a big mining camp 200 miles into 
Mexico. There, however, it is usually 
harmiess, the worst effect being the ugly 
marks remaining. The chikdren are ex- 
posed to it as fearlessly as they would 
be in this country to measles. Of late, 
however, owing to lack of rain, the sani- 
tary comdition of the camp has been some- 
thing fearful, and -water, even for house- 
hold purposes, is almost a luxury. The 
smallpox is always there, but may have 
gotten a better grip and spread more from 
the unavoidable sanitary conditions. 

The Regimental Band ani Co. D of Tut- 
son are expected here the 5th of May to 
have a friendly bout in shooting and 
music. The militia organization here is 
the largest in the Territory, the company 
having over eighty members. This is due 
to some extent from other than patriotic 
motives. The trip to Tucson on jury duty 
is very distasteful to the average Nogales 
man, and militia membership exempts 
from jury service. It is said that with 
two exceptions every available juror of 
Nogales, Ariz., belongs to either the militia 
or fire ny. There is also a possi- 
bility that as the Sth of May is the anni- 
versary of the taking of ruebla from the 
French by Gen. Diaz in 1866, the event will 
be celebrated becomingly by the Mexican 
garrison here, and they might join in an 
international contest with the boys from 
Arizona. 


YUMA. 


YUMA, April 24.—(Special Correspond- 
ence.) The Colorado River rise is com- 
ing early this year. The water rose four 
feet in the past week. The rise is ue to 
the melting of snow in the headwaters of 
the river, principally in the mountaing of 
Colorado, Wyoming, Utah and Montana. 

Profs. Comstock and Boggs of the uni-

A NOVBL PUMPING PLANT. 

A San Diego man, W. G. Riffenberg, 
contemplates getting water to work the 
gravel of Temple Bar on the Colorado 
River with a novel pump. The intention 
is to Utilize the rapid current of the Colo- 
rado there. He has had built two large 
bouts on the catamaran order, which he 
will anchor in mid-stream by heavy steel 
cables, stretched up and down the river. 
These ropes will be fixed so that the boats 
will remain etationary in the stream. Two 
wheels, twenty feet in diameter, and with a 
twenty-foot breast each, will be placed be- 
tween these catamarans and attached to 
them, eo that the current will revolve 
them. These wheels are expected to de- 
velop 140 horse-power. Loca on the 
catamarans will be two imm pumps, 
which «will be operated by the wheels 
and will force the water to the banks, 
where it can be used for any purpose de- 
sired. The repos will be so adjusted that 
they will permit of a twenty-foot rise in 
the river without any inconvenience to the 
boats or wheels, and appliances are also 
provided for protecting the boats and 
wheels from drift, and, in case of extraor- 
dinarily high water, for swinging them in to 
the shore. The boats are already built 
and ths two pumps arrived at Kingman 
last week, and will be taken to the river 
and placed in position as soon as pcesible. 
The entire plant, when completed, will 
cost only about $15,000, and, if success- 
ful, this amount will soon be realized from 
washing gold out of the gravel on Temple 
Bar, as it gives a value of over $1 per cubic 
yard from prospecting. Irrigating may also 
be done with the plant. Should the experi- 
ment ‘be a success, it will be the predeces- 
sor of many more. 3

AlN was 
harmony at the meeting, and the results 
may be compressed as follows: The as- 
sessment roll of Apache county for 1894 
was $1,914,725, with an indebtedness on 
March 31, 1895, of $143,395.32. The total 
value of public buildings and bridges in 
the county was estimated at $19,475, nearly 
$14,000 cf which is situated within the 
abridged county of Apache. The debt was 
apportioned between the two counties on 
a basis of 47.1 per cent. for Apache and 
52.9 per cent. for Navajo This. starts 
Apache county out with a debt of $58.,- 
366, leaving to Navajo an initiaal indebted- 
ness of $65,553. From the county funds 
in thie hands of the Treasurer in St. Jchns, 
Navajo county receives $8575, minus certain 
sheriff's fees for the conveyance of 
Navajo prisoners to the penitentiary. 

Navajo county has made arrangements 
to leave her prisoners in the Apache County 
Jail till the mext term of court.

LAST EVENING. 


Reported That All the Outside Dis- 
tricts Will Come Into the City— 


The Opposition is Becoming 
Less All the Time. 


At Station D was held last evening an 
adjourned meeting of the Southwest Im- 
provement Association to hear the second 
and final report of tke annexation com- } 
mittees upon new boundaries, the present 
state of the enterprise for thé ‘Greater 
Los Angeles,” etc. The meeting was well 
attended and the report, which was read 
by Col. J. A. Eastman, was listened to 
with every evidence of interest and ap- 
proval. . 

‘‘In the former report of the commit- 
tees,” said Col. Eastman, “the legal fact 
was made clearly to appear that with 
Los Angeles city, in this business, the 
initative rests. A two-fold responsibility is 
upon the city: Its citizens that take the 
initial steps, must be satisfied in their 
own minds that it is desirable for public 
and corporate reasons to extend the city’s 
limits, and they must have substantial 
grounds upon which to base the belief that 
a majority of the electors in the districts 
proposed to be annexed will vote affirma- 
tively upon the proposition. On both of 
these points the committees are well ad- 
vised. All but two of the seventeen mem- 
bers of whom the committees are com- 
posed, are residents, and have long been 
residents of one or amother portion of 
the districts seeking admission. These 
fifteen committeemen have diligently 
sought to ascertain the sentiment as re- 
gards this question of the people among 
whom they live. Of course there is some 
deversity of opinion, but evidently the ma- 
jority opinion is that to be admitted into 
the city at the present time would be-a 
vast good to all interested. The two com- 
mitteemen who reside in the city are in- 
formed and believe that the majority opin-

BOARD OF TRADE AND CITIZENS 
HAVE A MEETING. 


They Discuss the Question of Re- 
building the Raymond Hotel— 
Several Propositions Consid- 
ered—May Issue Bonds. 


PASADENA, April 26. — @Gpecial Corre- 
spondence.) The meeting of members of 
the Pasadena Board of Trade and citizens, 
called for at the Carlton Hotel, ‘was 
largely attended this afternoon, ami was 
presided over by Mr. Stanton of Grace 
hitl, who stated the purpose of the assem- 
blage and read ‘the resolvittions drafted by 
the Board of Trade April 16, expressing 
sympathy with Mr. Raymond in the burn- 
ing of the hotel. A copy of the resolutions 
were handed to Mr. Raymond, who arose 
amid a burst of applause to make reply. 
He said that he had come out to attend to 
the insurance matter, and, having been 
here but twenty-four hours, did not knew 
definitely what to promise. He stated that 
he tad struggled almost single handed 
with the problem of making the Raymond 
a great institution, and at the time when 
he saw his ideas realized, and found every- 
thing completed to his satisfaction, and 
hoped to enjoy the fruit of his labor, it 
was swept away from him and in forty- 
five Minutes the work of nearly a dozen 
years vanished. We said the felt eure that 
if a new Raymond should arise wpon the 
ette of tthe old, its patronage next winter 
would be undiminished, and yet the insur- 
ance being but $200,000, out of which must 
come the money still due on a mortgage 
held by bis brothers, he did not feel like 
tackling the rebuilding alone. The excur- 
sions which he had conducted for several 
years will still be brought to California, 
and as the Pasadena people will benefit 
largely by ‘these, he said it was only just 
that they should aid in the enterprise of 
rebuilding. He said further in substance 
that he did not wish to be hampered by a 
stock company, for he still owns the site, 
the stables and all the adjuncts of the 
hotel, the central building alone being 
lacking, but he suggested if the citizens 
were in earnest in their tender of their 
services, they might per think favor- 
ably of a plan which had suggested itself 
to him. This was that ‘the property should 
‘tbe deeded in trust to some individual or 
institution, or trust company, and bonds 
issued to cover the expense of the re- 
building. In this way those who aided 
would be sure of their principal and in- 
terest, for the ‘propert} would always be 
worth what it cost to rebuikd. He sug- 
gested further that these bonds be for 
$300,000, and that $250,000 of them be 
taken by the people of Pasadena before the 
first day of May, and then he would set to 
work at once to rebuild, and open the 
house January 1, 1896. These bonds should 
fun twenty years, and draw 4 per cent. 
interest. This proposition was then taken 
up and argued, Messrs. Lukens, Wood, 
Brown, Daggett, P. M. Green, Col. Green, 
F. C. Bolt and others taking part in ‘the 
@iscussion, and being generally favorable 
to the proposition, expressing an opinion 
that it was fair, honorable and liberal, 
Judge Magee differed in opinion from some 
of the gentlemen present, and in turn 
stated a proposition for consideration, sug- 
gesting that Mr. Raymond assume at least 
$100,000 of the bonds, and that the inter- 
est be 5 per cent. Then, if they could not 
all be floated here, they would be taken 
elsewhere. To the suggestion made by one 
Of the speakers that Pasadena be bonded, 
"be declared that it could not be done, even 
if the people were willing, as euch bond- 
ing would be illegal inasmuch as the 
Raymond hill was not within the corpo- 
rate limits of the town. Trustee Hamil- 
ton of the City Council made a speech dis- 
couraging the bond suggestion, and de- 
clared that he would not give $25,000 for 
Raymoné hill, whereupon Mr. Staniton said 
he would offer $50,000, but Mr. Raymond 
said it could not be bought for less than 
$100,000, as there were fifty-four acres in 
the tract, and all of it fdaid off in euch a 
way that it was equally desirable for resi- 
dence or a public institution. A commit- 
tee was called for to see what. could be 
done with the bonds here, and Mr. Stan- 
ton will appoint the same Friday, seven 
gentlemen to constitute its working force. 
After the meeting adjourned Mr. Raymond 
was surrounded by his old friends, who ex- 
tended their heartiest sympathy to him. 
_ IT WAS NOT A “HOLACUST.” 
One of our “esteemed contemporaries,” 
in this evening’s issue, had a ‘“‘scare head”’ 
entitled, “A  Holacust of Unhitched 
Horses,” which might lead the unsuspact- 
ing stranger to think that the citizans of 
Pasadena had gone back to the primitive 
Druidical worship of their Norse ances- 
tors, and were offering upon the sacrafizial 
pile their equine possessions. It was not a 
**holacust,”’ but it was a succession of ar- 
rests and fines from early morning till 
nightfall of unhitched animals left on the 
business streets in violation of the ordi- 
mance, and the officers declare that they 
intend to keep up the campaign until peo- 
ple learn to secure their steeds properly, 
thus lessening the danger of accidents from 
their negligence. Thirteen persons paid 
$5 each to Recorder Rossiter because of 
their heedlessness, and it is safe to say 
that not one of them will need another re- 
minder. Officer Goltman. made eight of the 
arrests, and Officer Bristol five. The 
names of the persons fined today were 
Messrs. F. Herr, Herbert Lowe, J. W. Es. 
tes, E. Reinhart, Henderson Boone, A. -A. 
Laird, W. Payne, James Gay, F. Simon, 
J. W. Nightingale, Tom Sing, E. W. Field 
and the Pasadena Hardware Company. 
BUILDING ORDINANCE NEEDED. 
The need of a building ordinance, requir- 
ing a permit for the construction of all 
buildings in the limits of the city has more 
than once been mentioned by the local pa- 
pers, and the time is not far distant when 
__the imperative demands of a growing city 
will make it absolutely nécessary that 
some steps shall be taken to provide for 
safety in the construction of buildings. 
At the corner of Fair Oaks avenue and 
Walnut street a three-story frame dwell- 
ing.is in process of erection, the cutside 
studding being composed of 2x4s, and the 
work is being severely criticised by car- 
penters. The structure is to be used as a 
boarding-house, and it is alleged that from 
the very nature of the manner in which it 
is being erected it will be unsafe, yet the 
Superintendent of Streets has absolutely no 
authority. to act in the case, his jurisdic- 
tion under the only existing building or- 
dinance extending only within the limits 
of the territory assigned for the erection of 
slow-burning or fire-proof buildings. 
PASADENA BREVITILS. 
Street Superintendent Buchanan would 
tike the “‘kickers”’ on street sprinkling and 
street supervision generally to remember 
that he is a mortal man, and neither om- 
niscent nor omnipresent. He says that 
nine sprinklers are doing Pasadena’s 
seventy miles of streets, when it is said 
that nine sprinklers can not thoroughly 
attend to more than twenty miles of Cali- 
fornia streets. He personally inspects all 
the’ streets. in turn, but it takes some 
time to drive seventy miles of streets. 
“inspecting’’ as you go, and keeping tab 
en all street work, building matters, 
oficial maps.and the sort. It is the work 
of five men done by one, and 


declares he does the best he can, and

POMONA, April 26.<(Special Corres- 
pondence.) The attention and time of Re- 
corder Young’s court have been occupied

Reuben Potter’s Last Letter—Other 
Local News. 

SANTA MONICA, April 25.—(Special 
Correspondence.) Coroner Campbell came 
down from Los Angeles this morning and 
summoned a jury to pass upon the death 
of Reuben R. Potter, who was found dead 
in bed Wednesday evening. It developed 
at the inquest that the deceased was a 
member of the Soldiers’ Home out on a 
furlough. His death was due to morphine 
poisoning, but whether taken with suicidal 
intent or not the jury failed to determine. 
The ambulance from the home came for 
the remains, and the funeral will be at 
the home. The following piece of writing 
in lead pencil, on a piece of ruled-print 
paper, was found among his effects: 

“MoHie: To you I now leave my last 
tribute: a broken and jealous heart which 
has loved you too sincerely and tendérly. 
Take charge of my effects and in future 
years remember the heart which now 
dies because it cannot subdue the distract- 
ing love which makes life only an in- 
sufferable fever. Farewell. Bs 

This note, undated though it is, seems 
to strengthen the theory of suicide, espe- 
cially as taken in connection with rumors 
concerning his domestic relations. It is 
said that Potter had a wife and three chil- 
dren in San Francisco, but the wife de- 
serted him to live with his brother. The 
man’s record at the home is that he was 
53 years old, late of Co. C, Seventh Ohio 
Infantry, and Co. L, United States Artil- 
Jery, and was admitted to the home from 
San Francisco, August 6, 1894.

STUBBORN FIGHT OVER THE AR- 
ROWHEAD TOLLROAD. 


A Foreclosure Suit—Mining News 
From the Pinon District—Mar- 
riage Licenses Issued—Suit 
Against the A. and P. 


SAN BBRNARDINO, April 25.—(Special 
Correspondence.) The Board of Supervis- 
ors took up the case of the Arrowhead toll- 
road this morning, and the petitioners are 
making a desperate fight for lower rates of 
toll and for throwing open the lower 
three antl one-half miles of the road free. 
This road is the old Mormon road, built 
in 1852, over the mountains up through 
Waterman Canyon, on a slight grade, and 
then up over the mountain on a steeper 
grade. Im 1892 the Arrowhead Reservoir 
Company, wishing to secure a better road 
for transporting the materials used by 
them wp the mountain, built this road and 
fixed rates of toll that they wished the 
Supervisors to adopt, or, jf not, they pre- 
ferred to close the road to the pwhblic and 
as private road. Part 
of tthe road followed the old-trav- 
eled road, which at times had been 
abandoned then opened up again, 
to be again abandoned. The people 
living up the canyon were given permis- 
sion to use the lower portion of the road 
free, but they not only did so, but they 
abused ‘the privilege by letting outsiders 
go wp the road on their personal rights. 
This become so common that a determined 
row was inaugurated between the settlers 
and ‘the company, and the former even 
went so far as to burn down the tollhouse, 
and in every way possible have made 
themselves obnoxious to the company. In 
the present attempt to fix toll rates for the 
coming year, this fight took form again, 
and a petition was handed in to mrve the 
toligate up to the beginnimg of the steep 
incline of the road, and to reduce the rates 
of toh about one-half. For the company, 
their attorney, Judge Gregg, appeared, and 
Messrs. L. F. Cygers and C. W. Allen for 
the petitioners. Every point is stubboraly 
contested, and the fight promises to be a 
lomg and determined one. The first wit- 
ness introduced wae Ed Daley, Sr., who 
assisted in building the road over the 
mountain in 1852, and gave a very inter- 
esting account of the country in that par- 
ticular respect for the past forty years or 
more. The proceedings of the day closed 
with ex-Supervisor Cram in the witness- 
chair, who was a member of the board at 
the time the franchise was granted, and 
the present rates of toll were fixed. Ad-

SAN DIEGO COUNTY. 


Fatal Accident on the Cruiser Olym- 
pia—Deserters. 


SAN DIEGO, April 25.—(Special Corre- 
spondence.) There. is trouble on the 
crulser Olympia, which is anchored out- 
side of this harbor. Coxswain John John- 
son, who was killed at gun practice yes- 
terday by the blowing out of the breech- 
pin of a five-inch gun, was buried today 
at the Mt. Hope Cemetery, detachments 
from the Olympia and Thetis attending 
the funeral. In consequence of the death 
of the coxswain, the Olympia’s officers de- 
clined the ball tendered to them at Hotel 
del Coronado this evening. Sailors of the 
Olympia‘ complain bitterly in the news- 
papers about the poor food served them 
and about the stern discipline enforced. 
Since the ship left San Francisco sixty 
sailors have deserted. Upon her return 
to San Francisco the Olympia will be in- 
spected. Owing to the many visitors the 
captain has been unable to drill the crew 
to his satisfaction. He now proposes to 
do so and to enforce proper discipline 
among the men. And intelligent people 
will applaud this able officer for so doing.

A Schoolmaster Abroad With a Club. 

LOS ANGEUES, April 21.— (To the 
Editor of The Times:) One of the city 
papers—the Herald—has had the misfor- 
tune to be represented at the recent Teach- 
ers’ Institute by a reporter, Edward 
Hutchinson—himself a teacher, and a de- 
feated candidate for Superintendent—who 
has not ‘the magnanimity to elevate himself 
to the seat of unselfish judgment. The 
writer of this is in a position to know 
that the censorious spirit of the Heral’s 
reports was at variance with the expressed 
feeling of a majority of the teachers at- 
tending the ‘institute. The reporter of that 
paper particularly criticised Superintend- 
ent Riley’s policy im having a general ses- 
sion on the afternoon of the first flesta 
parade. With the comprehensive scope of 
the natural leader, the Superintendem rec- 
ognized three important conditions: (1,) 
that the teachers were drawing public 
money for attending the institute; (2,) 
that it had been ungenerously and up 
truthfully reported that the teachers were 
being paid for attending flesta; (3,) that 
the teadhers would have the opportunity 
of witnessing the more imposing pageams 
of Wednesday evening and Friday and 
Saturday afternoons. . 

The Swuperintendent’s action was fully 
indorsed by the umanimous adoption, in 
general session before adjournment, of 
the report of the Committee on Resolu- 
tioms, the second clause of which reads as 
follows: 

“Resolved, that while many of the teach- 
ers ‘would have enjoyed a leave of ab- 
sence to witness the fiesta sights, we, as a 
body, have preferred to attend the ses- 
sions of the institute, and do approve of 
the action of the Superintendent in re- 


} quiring the same.”’ 


There was an enroliment of 315. and on 
Tueeday afternoon ‘there were only twen- 
ty-nine absentees; 60 the adoption of this 
clause depended upon the feeling and judg- 
ment of those that were affected by the 
Superintendent’s policy. 

The same reporter criticises the holding 
of the inetitute during flesta week. I am 
informed that only two buildings in the 
city will accommodate euch a public body 
as the County Institute, giving separate 
rooms for the eections and an assembly 
room for general eessions: These are 
the High School and Normal School build- 
ings. These were available only during 
flesta week. I am also informed that 
many of the teachers thad especially re- 
quested that the institute be held during 
flesta week, as they wished to attend both 
and desired only one week's vacation. 

The reporter of the Herald further de- 
claims against using public money for the 
maintenance of teachers’ institutes. If 
teachers are capable of unbiased judgment. 
the adoption by the inetitute of the third 
clause of the resolutions is significant: ‘‘We 
affirm it to be our belief that this insti- 
tute, about to close, has been a eource of 
profit and ingepiration to the teachers of 
the county, and that we avail ourselves of 
this opportunity of expressing our confi- 
dence in the utility of teachers’ institutes.”

They cannot 
see what object the man could have had in 
running away, as he apparently was well 
contented and had no domestic or financial 
troubles. 

It is alleged that Wallace used to go on 
occasional sprees, but it is claimed he had 
not drank to excess since a year ago last 
January. Thinking he might have gone on 
a spree, the detectives made a thorough 
search of every drinking-place in the city, 
but without avail, None of the barkeepers 
or habitues of the saloons anywhere recol- 
lected seeing him.
